East Central is dedicated to offering the best in housing 
facilities. The campus has a total of seven dorms-three 
female and five male. The three female dorms include 
Barber Hall, Jackson Hall, and Leake Apartments. The 
five male dorms include Neshoba, Todd, Newsome, 
Winston, and Scott halls. All together the dorms have a 
total of 278 rooms and are all well equipped with all the 
necessities students need to live. 

Barber Hall, the newest dorm for females, has 64 
rooms and includes a kitchen, a lobby, and a laundry 
room. There are also study rooms for students who need 
a peaceful environment to crack open the books. The 
other female dormitory is Jackson Hall. It includes all the 
same amenities as Barber Hall. Leake Apartments is 
designated as the sophomore honors dorm and students 


must have a 3.0 grade-point average to apply for this 
apartment building. 

Winston and Todd halls are very similar to the 
female dorm setup. Together, the two dorms have 71 
rooms. The two dorms are positioned side-by-side and 
share a laundry room. Newsome and Todd halls 
underwent $2.1 million in renovations during summer 
2015. 

There are many opportunities available for students 
choosing to live on campus.

The No. 15 East Central Community College Warriors 
turned three first quarter turnovers into points to build an 
early lead and set the pace in a 35-2 1 victory Dec. 5 over 
the No. 20 Kilgore College Rangers in the 2015 


On its ensuing possession, Kilgore again drove deep 
into Warrior territory to the three-yard line before losing 
another fumble. This one was scooped up by Warrior 
safety Austin Balthazor who raced 90 yards down the left 
sideline for East Central’s third touchdown of the first 
quarter. Austin Garrett’s third point after made the score 
21 - 0 .

Sophomore safety Jaylon Lofton played a big part in the 
first two scores. The Forest High School product stopped 
Kilgore’s first drive of the game with an interception in 
the end zone. The Warrior offense took over from there 
and marched 80 yards in 13 plays, with freshman running 
back Tredarian Gamble giving East Central a 7-0 lead on a 
15-yard scoring run. 

Two plays later, on Kilgore’s second offensive 
possession, Lofton picked up a Ranger fumble and 
rambled 15 yards to the end zone. With 6: 15 remaining in 
the first quarter. East Central led 14-0 


Balthazor was named the game’s Most Valuable Player. 
He also had six tackles to go with the fumble return for a 
touchdown. 

The Rangers finally got on the scoreboard with 4:12 
remaining in the first half on a 32-yard scamper by 
Martinez Syria. East Central took a 21-7 lead into the 
locker room. 

1 he two teams would combine for 28 points in the third 
quarter. East Central took just four plays to score to open 
the second half scoring. Quarterback Jesse Hosket found 
wide receiver Devin McIntosh in the corner of the 
Rangers’ end zone from 15 yards out to stretch the 
Warriors lead to 28-7 lead 
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The drive began with a 44-yard pass from Hosket to 
Henri Murphy to the Rangers’ 12-yard line. 

Kilgore closed the gap to 28-14 on a 20-yard toss from 
quarterback Josh Bolting to tight end Jarod Wood on a 
second and goal play with 6:34 left in the third. 

East Central answered with a 38-yard strike from 
Hosket to wide receiver Kabion Ento, who went high 
above two Kilgore defenders to pull the ball down for the 
score and the 35-14 lead. 

Bolting would connect with Wood again on the Rangers 
next drive from nine-yards out to finish the third quarter 
scoring and pull Kilgore to within 35-21. 

Neither team was able to score in the fourth quarter. 

Hosket finished with 150 yards passing and two 
touchdowns. Gamble finished with 127 yards rushing 
and one touchdown. Murphy had four catches for 68 
yards. Freshman defensive back Isiah Thomas also had 
an interception for the Warriors. The HOT Bowl was 
East Central’s first bowl game since 1996, and only the 
fourth bowl game since the Warriors began playing 


football in 1928. Only 14 community college football 
teams in the nation were invited to bowl games this year. 

The C.H.A.M.P.S. Heart of Texas Bowl was founded in 
2001 by Dr. Jack Welch and a group of local businessmen 
looking for a way to help others while stimulating the 
local economy. The day features a bowl game between 
two top ranked community college teams and a second 
game against top ranked NCAA Division II teams. 

The Heart of Texas Bowl is sponsored by C.H.A.M.P.S., 
Communities Helping Americans Mature Progress and 
Succeed, a school-based program aimed at educating 
students about the dangers of the abuse of illicit drugs 
and alcohol

ECCC Transfors Hove Highast GPA 


Students who transfer from East Central Community 
College to four-year institutions are once again 
recognized for academic success, according to a recent 
report from Mississippi’s Institutions of Higher 
Learning. 

Results from the IHL report revealed that transfer 
students from ECCC achieved a 3.22 grade-point average 
which represents the highest cumulative grade-point 
average of all community college transfers at the state's 
eight public, four-year institutions. Students from the 
community/junior college in second place earned a 3.21 
GPA, and the average for all 15 community colleges 
combined was a 3. 13 GPA. 

The report again showed that community college 
transfer students performed academically as well or 


better in university courses than students who began 
their education at the senior institutions. 

ECCC President Dr. Billy Stewart said he was 
extremely proud” of the former students and for the 
role EC faculty and staff played in preparing them to 
transfer to the four-year university level. 

This data, compiled and reported by IHL, affirms the 
results of our college’s dedication to Student Success and 
Teaching and Learning, two hallmark commitments of 
our strategic plan for the future, 2020 Vision. Our faculty 
and staff are to be commended for preparing East 
Central transfer students well for the academic 
challenges of a university.

Tobacco-Free Campus 


In order to promote a safe and healthy learning and working environment for its students, 
faculty, staff, and visitors, East Central Community College became tobacco-free beginning 
January 1, 2016. 

The Tobacco-Free Policy was approved by the college’s Board of Trustees at its August 2015 
meeting . ECCC joins 10 other community colleges in the state of Mississippi in adopting 
either a smoke-free or tobacco-free campus policy. Smoking has been prohibited in buildings 
on the East Central campus since 1996. 

East Central s Tobacco-Free Policy prohibits all tobacco products, including smoke- 
emanating (or electronic) and smokeless products, on all campuses, including buildings, 
housing, community areas, parking lots, outdoor athletics venues, privately-owned vehicles 
while on campus, and college-owned vehicles, regardless of location. The policy applies to 

all students, faculty, and staff, and those visiting or conducting business on the ECCC main 
campus or other college sites. 

Having a tobacco-free campus is just one part of achieving our overall goal to create a 
campus culture of health and wellness,” said Dr. Billy Stewart, college president. “As a 
co ege, we will continually look for additional ways we can provide the healthiest campus 
environment possible as well as wellness opportunities and education for both our campus 
community and those who visit.”

Starting in Spring 2016, East Central changed from a five-day schedule to a pilot four-day class schedule. The classes 
that usually meet on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays now meet on Monday/Wednesday or Tuesday/Thursday. The 
classes changed from 55-minute classes to an hour and 20 minutes. 

During the implementation of this pilot program, Fridays are a day for learning opportunities, such as utilizing the 
Library and Success Center. Faculty members are also available on Fridays to visit with students in their offices, 
prepare for classes, complete other office duties, and attend professional development opportunities. 

EC is hopeful that students will use each Friday as a time to study and prepare for the next week of classes. The 
four-day class schedule will allow for four, 50-minute activity periods each week for student organizations and clubs to 
meet as well as for students to eat lunch. 

Commuter students may realize an overall savings in fuel costs, and students who have a part-time job will have the 
opportunity to work an extra shift on Fridays if they desire. EC also believes non-traditional students will find it easier 
to schedule classes around full-time employment, and the four-day class schedule will give EC an opportunity to 
perform building, technology, and other maintenance in several instructional facilities on Fridays. 

With the exception of the full slate of classes, the college will operate as normal on Fridays. However, the cafeteria 
adjusted its breakfast, lunch, and dinner hours Monday through Thursday to accommodate students and the new 
class schedule.

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Reflections from the President 



Dictionary.com defines reflection as the act of fixing serious thought and 
careful consideration or meditation to something. Therefore, since the theme 
of the 2016 Wo-He-Lo is “Reflection,” the smartly designed cover asks us to look 
in the mirror and reflect on this past year at East Central Community College 
(ECCC). 

As I sat down to write this message, I gave thought and consideration to this 
past year at our college. What I remembered was a time of great progress, 
positive change, and abundant blessings. I also quickly realized that there is 
not enough space on this page— or in this entire yearbook— for me to give 
adequate tribute to all the progress, change, and blessings that have occurred 
at ECCC over the past 12 months. However, I do wish to highlight a few. 

Last May, ECCC had the largest graduating class in history, with 568 students 
receiving degrees or certificates, an unprecedented 62 percent increase over 
the 2013-14 academic year in the number of students earning the two-year pre- 
baccalaureate Associate of Arts or Associate of Science degree, and an overall 
36 percent one-year increase in students completing all programs, including 
pre-baccalaureate degrees, technical degrees, and certificates. 

The week after graduation, new paving, sidewalk and lighting improvements 
made to South Campus, thanks in part to grant funding provided through the 
Mississippi Department of Transportation, were dedicated. Those 
improvements not only made the campus more aesthetically pleasing, but 
improved safety for students. 

We learned in July, for the the second straight year, that students who 
transferred from ECCC to four-year institutions earned the highest cumulative 
grade-point average of all community college transfers in Mississippi. Students 
who transferred from ECCC to one of the state’s eight public, four-year 
institutions earned a 3.22 GPA. 

When classes began in August 2015, two newly renovated male dormitories 
—Newsome Hall and Todd Hall— were opened. The renovations included new 
flooring, furniture, lighting, restroom facilities, and heating and air 
conditioning. The $2.1 million cost of the renovations was funded by state of 
Mississippi bond funds. 

In January 2016, you became part of the college’s two-semester pilot of a four- 
day class schedule designed to enhance two Institutional Commitments in the 
college’s 2020 Vision: Student Success and Teaching and Learning. Also in 
January, the college officially became a tobacco-free campus. The tobacco-free 
policy is another component of a 2020 Vision action plan to promote student 
and employee wellness initiatives that create a culture of health and wellness 
on campus. 

It is anticipated that ECCC will soon break ground on a new three-story 
women’s dormitory on the South Campus that will be located adjacent to 
Barber Hall. This is a much-needed, on-campus living option that will alleviate 
the waiting list of female students who wish to reside on campus. East Central 
is in the final planning stages for the construction of eight new. lighted tennis 
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courts to serve the men’s and women’s tennis teams, as well as the campus and local communities. 

In athletics, our women’s softball team finished No. 2 in the nation last May. The Warrior football team made the state 
playoffs for the first time in 14 years, won the C.H.A.M.P.S. Heart of Texas Bowl in December, and finished No. 10 in the 
nation. Our women’s basketball team won 19 straight games and in doing so won its first MACJC State Championship in 
a dozen years. And, as always, our student-athletes were winners in the classroom, with 20 student-athletes being 
recognized by the MACJC and/or the NJCAA for their academic performance, and the women’s softball and soccer 
teams being named No. 1 in the state and the nation for overall grade-point average. 

There are many more important events and milestones in the life of our college within the pages of this We-He-Lo. 
Please know that each of you played a role in the important accomplishments of our college in 2015-16. 

In closing, I hope as you look back through the pages of this Wo-He-Lo that in your reflection you see that East Central 
Community College provided you with an educational experience that helped you grow academically, physically, 
emotionally, and spiritually. I hope that your time at ECCC during 2015-16 helped shape your life as you prepare for the 
next step in your life’s journey, whether that is continuing your education at a four-year university, entering the 
workforce, or returning to campus for your sophomore year in fall 2016. 1 also hope that as you reflect, you are filled 
with gratitude for your year at East Central where you have been surrounded by faculty, staff, and administrators who 
love you and want to see you succeed. May the words of Jeremiah 29:11 be the testimony of your life!

Lady Diamond Warriors No. 2 in Nation 



The East Central Lady Diamond Warriors advanced to the championship game of the 2015 National Junior College 
Athletic Association Division II Softball National Championship May 16, 2015, before falling to Kankakee Community 
College 5-1. The second-place finish in the nation is the highest-ever for the college’s softball program. 

The Lady Diamond Warriors ended their record-breaking season with a 48-14 record. In addition to finishing second 
at the NJCAA National Championship, Head Coach Kristin Chaney’s team also finished second in the South Division 
of Mississippi Association of Community and Junior Colleges league play, second in the MACJC State Tournament, 
and runner-up in the NJCAA Region 23 Tournament. 

“This was a very special year for East Central Community College softball,” said Chaney. “I just cannot say enough 
about the heart of these players and their will to win. We seemed to battle adversity the entire national championship 
tournament, but they never gave up. Even when we were down four runs in the final inning of the final game, they 
still thought they would win.” 

East Central, the No. 5 seed in the tournament, had to win five straight games in the NJCAA National Championship 
Tournament to advance to the finals after losing 16-2 to Des Moines Area Community College of Iowa on Thursday to 
fall into the losers’ bracket. Overall, ECCC finished 6-2 in the four-day, 16-team tournament. ECCC entered the 
championship game against Kankakee after having already played two games on Saturday and sitting through rain 
delays. 

ECCC fought its way to the championship game by defeating Des Moines 12-7 in a rematch Saturday morning before 
beating Johnson County Community College out of Kansas 6-2 on Saturday afternoon in the final elimination game. 
The Lady Diamond Warriors opened tournament play May 13 with a 3-2 win over No. 12 seed Macomb Community

In addition to the individual awards, East Central’s women’s soccer and softball teams were named best in the state 
and the nation in their respective sports for academic excellence by the MACJC and NJCAA for 2014-15. 

The East Central women’s soccer program was named the MACJC and the NJCAA Women’s Soccer Academic Team 
of the Year and the women’s softball team was named the MACJC and the NJCAA Women’s Softball Academic Team 
of the Year. 

East Central’s women’s soccer team, led by Head Coach Gray Massey, complied an overall 3.53 grade-point average 
to lead all community college soccer programs in the nation. It was the fourth such honor since the program began in 
2005. The squad also had a successful season on the field in fall 2014, with their best record ever at 12-4-2 and first 
appearance in post-season play. 

ECCC’s women’s softball team, under the direction of Head Coach Kristin Chaney, compiled an overall 3.63 GPA to 
lead all community college softball programs in the nation. Chaney’s squad finished the season 48-14 during spring 
2015 and second in the NJCAA Division II Softball National Championship Tournament. 

Other ECCC teams recognized by the NJCAA for having an overall team GPA of 3.0 or above included women s 
tennis, 3.45 GPA and 13th best in the nation; men’s baseball, 3.14 GPA and No. 33 in rankings; and men’s soccer, 3.04

The East Central Community College Warrior football team capped off its best season 
in 16 years with a 35-21 win over No. 20 Kilgore College in the HOT Bowl Saturday, Dec. 
5, 2015, in Copperas Cove, Texas. East Central entered the game ranked No. 15. The 
Warrior football team ended the season ranked No. 10 in the final National Junior 
College Athletic Association Top 20 Football Poll for the 2015 season. 

Under the direction of third-year Head Coach Ken Karcher, the Warriors finished the 
2015 season with an 8-3 record, the best won-loss record since 1999. All three of the 
losses came to teams ranked in the top 10 in the final 2015 NJCAA Top 20 Poll. 

It was a year of firsts for the East Central Community College football team. The HOT 
Bowl was East Central’s first bowl game since 1996, and only the fourth bowl game 
since the Warriors began playing football in 1928.

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State Basketball Champions 

Lady Warriors win 1 st State Title Since 2004 


The East Central Community College Lady Warrior basketball team won its first Mississippi Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges State Championship in a dozen years Feb. 25, 2016, with a 75-63 win over the 
Itawamba Community College Lady Indians at the Davis Event Center on Itawamba’s campus in Fulton. 

It was East Central’s first women’s basketball state championship since the 2003-04 season and sixth overall in 
program history. 

“God deserves all the credit,” said Head Coach Crandal Porter. “This is a great sophomore group and such a close 
knit group. This league is very tough, but every challenge that you put up against this team, they are always up for the 
challenge. South Division Champs and now State Champs.” 

East Central and Itawamba entered the championship game as the top two seeds in the tournament. East Central 
was the No. 1 seed from the South Division and Itawamba was the No. 1 seed from the North Division. 

The game seesawed back and forth in the first quarter after Itawamba took an early 4-0 lead. A three-pointer by East 
Central’s Kalybriah Haskin with 9:00 to go in the second period gave the Lady Warriors a 21-18 lead that they would 
never give up. 

East Central led 38-35 at the half. The Lady Warriors controlled the final period leading by as many as 14 at one 
point before the final score of 75-63. 

The three-point shooting of sophomore guard Samantha Duncan kept the Lady Warriors in the game through the 
first two periods. Duncan had 18 points. Sophomore Johnta’ Hughes scored all 12 of her points in the second half. 
Alexia McDonald tied Duncan for game-high with 20 points, Miracle Rushing had another big night with 14 rebounds 
to go with 16 points and six assists. 

East Central improved its season record to 24-2 with the win over the Lady Indians. Itawamba fell to 20-6. 

East Central advanced to the championship game with a 72-68 win over East Mississippi Community College and a 
65-61 win over Copiah-Lincoln Community College.
